HGHTWAS KERENSKY VICTORY

LONDON, Nov. 14. — The Finnish telegraph bureau says tin- 


whole of Russia, except a small part of Pelrogracl is now in the 
hands of the provisional government. Premier Kereusky is now 
in Petrograd and has virtually the entire city, the announcement 
says. 


According to these advices, which were received in a cable- 


gram filed at Stockhol.n at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon Pre- 
mier Kerensky defeated the Bolsheviki at Tsar?Koe-Selo. The 
Cossacks are reported to have destroyed the lied Guard. The 
telegraph lines are now in Lverensky's hands, the bureau reports. 


The bureau says y.oscow is the headquarters of the provis- 


ional government and that Kerensky has issued orders from 
Moscow which have appeared in the Petrograd papers. 
The 


anti-Bolsheviki papers of Petrograd, as well as the Helingfors 
newspapers, have headlines announcing that the Bolsheviki 
movement is nearing iis downfall. 


General Kaledines the Cossack leader, is said to be dictator 


of Southern Russia. The orders of the provisional government 
are signed by JI. Kerensky, II. Kalendines, and Gen. Korniloff. 


• The provisional government referred to is the government 


of Premier Kerensky. which the Bolsheviki attempted to over- 
throw.
